It will be good news to the coal 
miners and operators of Alberta that 
the seasonal freight rate of $6.75 per 
ton on coal ship to Ontario is to be 
brought into effect at once. Their 
satisfaction will be shared by the 
merchants in the mining centres, and 
by all who recognize the important part 
the mining industry plays in shaping 
the general economic conditions of the 
province. 

This order means that the Alberta 
mines are to be given a chance to bid 
for Ontario trade before winter has 
arrived there and before the Ontario 
dealers have made arrangements for the 
season with United States operators. 
This is the earliest date at which the 
special rate has ever been brought into 
effect, and the first time that the 
Alberta producers have been given an 
even chance with their United States 
competitors for the Ontario trade. 

It would be in their own interests 
if the Alberta operators would respond 
by staging an unusually active selling 
campaign in Ontario at once. They 
could thereby demonstrate that an 
early commencement of the shipping 
season means something worth while 
as a means of increasing the proportion 
of the Ontario supply that can be 
drawn from the mines of this province. 

If it can be thus shown that the 


. seasonal coal rate produces large re- 


sults when the Alberta operators are 
given a fair chance to sell coal in 
Ontario in advance of winter, there will 
be the strongest kind of argument for 
bringing the rate into. effect at this 
date in succeeding years. 


“CARRY ON” 


To meet the cost of grading and 
gravelling streets next year the coun- 
cil is asking the burgesses of the city 
to ratify a bylaw for $60,000. No new 
departure is involved in this, and the 
proposal simply is to carry on next 
summer the samé amount of work of 
this character that has been done during 
the present and each of several past 
“years. 

The sum is not large, but what has 
been already achieved shows that if 
steady progress is maintained at this 
rate year after year the streets will be 
got into condition within a reasonable 

iod without in any one season add- 

ng unduly to the civic debt. This is 

one of the items in the general policy 

of systematic street improvement that 

was adopted some years ago, and which 

= Sere carried out with gratifying re- 
ts. 


The grading of streets is of course 
one of the primary duties of a munici- 
pal organization; and gravelling is a 
cheaper though inferior substitute for 
paving. Where the amount of traffic 
does not justify the laying of pavement, 
a well-gravelled roadway is the next 
best thing, and every resident of the 
city is entitled to expect that in due 
course the street upon which he lives 
will be brought up to that standard at 
least 

Considering the area of the city and 
the miles of streets which wil! eventu- 
ally have to be treated, and taking into 
account the very modest amount of im- 
peerement thst has vet been done, this 

Viaw is deserving of unanimous sup- 
rt. Edmonton could not afford to 

t for a season the moderate but ef- 
fective effort it is making to overtake 
the neglect of years and put Its streets 
in serviceable condition.

On This Date— 


OCTOBER 28TH 

Civilization has mitigated the severity, oft-times the barbarity, of 
ancient punishments for the wrongdoer. Generally speaking, it is as well. 
On the other hand the spread of enlightenment has also thrust into desue- 
tude many old methods of correction Which had much to commend them. 
Gone are the ducking s°ool, the stocks and the drunkaM's cloak by the road 
of legal abolition, perhaps advisedly. The trouble was, of course, that many 
of these ideally designed methods of making men walk the paths of corrcc- 
titude by exposing the delinquent to public ridicule 
left rather too much in the bands of the multidude. 
There were many, however, that died hard. One 
form of punishment that seems to have been re- 
tained long after many fo the others had become 
but memories is described by a writer of 1862—this 
day, October 28, to be exact—and was popular in 
England under various titits. It was indulged in by 
the villagers in cases of cates siny and immor- 
ality, or to stimulate the hen-pecked husband. The 
whole village seems to have gathered all the avail- 
able instruments for noise production, from frying 
pans to drums, and then proceeded to the house of 
the culprit, where they serenaded him with noise 
and ridicule, maintaining the lesson for sometimes 
as long as ten days. The village humorist often 
blacked his face, or was mounted on a chair. In 
some parts additional satire was added by an effigy 
of the misdemeanant seated on an ass with face toward the 
efficacious method, for nothing kills like ridicule, and possessed 
deeming features that are lacking in our present manner of deult 
evils. Such ceremonies were not altogether indigenous to England. They were 
enacted on the Continent under the title of Kazenmusik (caterwauling) and 
Charivari. In France the Charivari eventually took a political turn, and gave 
the name to a satirical publication. One of our own famous humorous pro- 
ductions has for long opened its pages with a Charivari.

The opening lecture of the series on 
“Mental Hygiene” arranged by the 


| Department of Extension of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and the Education 
Committee of the “Y,” was given at 
the Y.W.C.A. on Monday evening by 
Dr. H. E. Smith, of the Department 
| of Philosophy. The speaker was in- 
troduced by Mrs. D. 8. MacKenzie 
and his subject was “Psychologies of 
1930." Dr, Smith showed the differ- 
}ent attitudes which had been taken 
| by students of chology, beginning 
with the & ts, who looked 
into the mind and analysed wiat they 
found there. A second schooi studied 
the function of the mind, and al- 
pious both made great contributions 
to the science, neither made much 
headway. The third school mer.tioned 
by Dr. Smith is known as tost of 
Behaviorism, which held that ccrtain 
definite responses would be nade to 
certain stimuli. According (o this 
theory behavior under certain given 
circumstances could be predicted with 
| certainty, and one could, if given full 
| control, make of a child any type of 
|cilizen desired. This is a rather 
|mechanistic interpretation of life, 
which leaves much unexplained. 
Then came purposive or hormic 
| psychology, which allows for the en- 
trance of purpose and for the fact 
that a great many instincts and emo- | 
tions which form the driving force 
| behind activities are inherited. Finally 
| the lecturer talked of Freud, ui ad- 
| herent of this school, whose contribu- 
{tion has dealt largely with the con- 
| scious and unconscious parts of men- 
tal life, and with dreams as symbols 
of repressed desires. This modern 
mrponre or hormic school of psy- 
chology throws more light than did 
| former theories on human problems, | 
| and more and more does the hard and | 
| fast distinction between mind and 
matter tend to disappear.

to provincial control.

1929 with a production of 7,150,000 tons of coal and of 988,000 barrels of 
petroleum, Alberta led the Dominion in volume of output of these key indust- 
trial products. Combined with its coal and oil resources, the province’s wealth 
in water power, natural gas, tar sands and other forms presages Alberta’s 
rise as one of the dominant regions of the Dominion.

The 
purchase of furs which was once con- 
idered prerogative of the weal hy 
tlasses has become, since 1915, the 
privilege of the m‘ddle cl\sses, whose 
tarning capacity today is largely in 
exeess of what it was a decade or more 
igo. 

Figures Aw Evidence 


Concrete evidence of this increase 
pay be obtained by a consideration of 
Mgures in connection with the import 
‘ur trade of the U.S.A. Immed 
prior to the war imports of furs inte 
ihe U.S.A. averaged, from 1919 to 1914 
tbou’ £2,940,000 Os 0d a year. In 192% 
these imports had increased to £24.- 
120,000 Os 0d. 

America ranks as the largest fur 
producing country in the world, with 
Russia second and Canada third. The 
significance of the figures quoted as 
to the American import fur trade are 
therefore at once apparent as also are 
their significance to the Canadian fur 
traders. With her nearest neighbors 
importing over £20,000,000 Os 0d worth 
of furs per year the valuable asset 
shich Canada has in her fur trade 
tannot be overlooked

| Adaptability of Musquash 

Another outstanding quality of the 
musquash, and one which practically 
places it in a class by itself, is the 
peculiar adaptability of its pelt. 
Musquash pelts have a basic value 
such as no other fur possesses. From 
it 1s produced, besides other imita- 
tions, the much admired Hudson or 
Baltic seal, Adaptation, for which it 
is so eminently fitted, serves to in- 
crease its worth, while in its natural 
state a musguash coat is unexcelled 
for appearance and durability. 

To the furrier the musquash pelt 
offers the utmost utility and value in 
fur. The advance in industrial 
chemistry, as shown in the manufac. 
ture and application of synthetic 
dyes, has made possible the adaptation 
of furs to changes of fashion. As a 
result fur has become another com- 
modity which contributes to the pos- 
sibility of new fashions. It has been 
used increasingly as trimming for 
dresses since the dye and fur manu- 
facturing industries have made it pos- 
sible to co-ordinate furs with prevail- 
ing styles. 

At the end of 1927 the Dominion 
boasted eleven fur dressing establish- 
ments representing a capital invest- 
| ment of £364,906 and receiving for the | 
treatment of furs and skins the sum 
of £625,783, the musquash accounting 
for the greater number of pelts 
treated. Undoubtedly the future will | 
see the reaping of additional benefits | 
from subsequent stages of the industry 
after the pelt has passed from the

roduced. The establishment of fur 
arms, from which the animals could 
not escape and in which they were 
protected from the attacks of preda- 
tory animals, was the remedy relied 
upon by the far-sighted men in the 
fur trade. Started at first by the in- 
Itiative and enterprise of private 
citizens their suceesses soon brought 
governmental _ recognition and en- 
couragement. These experiments were 
not confined to Canada alone but 
were tried also in America and Russia 
(in the latter country they were in- 
augurated under the auspices of the 
Boviet government) and in all cases 
when properly conducted were & suc- 
cess so much 50 that today the fur 
farming industry 1s an acknowledged 
success, commented upon and taken 
{nto consideration by economists when 
discussing National trade and re- 
garded as a stabilized industry a5 any 
other. 
Fur Farming In Canada 

The idea of raising fur bearing 
animals was probably engendered by 
the old time trapper's custom of pen- 
ning his catches until the pelts were 
in prime condition. A commencement 
in the scientific fur farming was made 
with the ranching of silver foxes on a 
ferm at Tignish, Prince Edward 
Island, about fifty years ago. 

Up to the year 1890 the industry 
made but little headway, but after 
that date, when the price of pelts 
rose, the development of the industry 
was fairly rapid. Its progress since 


| therefore being taken to ensure the 
perpetuation of the fur industry in 
Canada. 

Growth of Industry 

Following development in Eastern | 
Canada and the United States Mus- 
quash ranching has now extended to 
the western provinces including Al- 
| berta, which latter province, by reason 
jof its extensive lake and marsh areas, 
lis peculiarly well adapted to the pur- 
pose. In gross production of furs the 
| province of Alberta ranks third in the 
Dominion and the value of its ex- 
ports for the season 1926-27 is esti- | 
mated by the provincial government at 
over £800,000.00. 

The offer of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to lease suitable areas for this 
purpose brought forth some 800 ap- 
plications in Alberta alone, many of 
|which have been granted and active 
development is now proceeding. 

Another phase of the fur farming | 
| industry which is capable of consider- 
| able development and adds to its prof- 
itable nature is the export of fur 
bearers to other countries for founda- 
tion stock, An experiment in this di- 
| rection was recently made by Alberta 
Trappers and Muskrat Breeders As- 
sociation Limited of Edmonton, by the 
shipment to Great Britain of a

The part played by the Mounted 
Police in bringing and maintaining 
law and order to and in western Ca- 
nada is an old and oft-told story. In 
these latter days American-made 
“movies” have popularized and vule 
garized the police to such an extent 
that “old hands” in the force are 
to foam at the mouth when the sub- 
ject is mentioned, In these wretched 
plays the plot is invariably the same 

a conflict between love and duty 
and the Mounted Policeman falls for 
love. In the last scene he is being 
patted on the back by his officer who 
bears a striking resemblence to @ 
Chicago gangster. 

The mainsprings of the success of 
the Mounted Police for the fifty-seven 
years of their existence’ has been a 
rigid discipline, high standards of be- 
haviour and an espirit-de¢corps not 
to be found elsewhere. ‘The creation 
and maintenance of an officer class 


and constant and close inspection and 
supervision by a hierarchy beginning 
with corporal and ending with the 
commissioner, Back of all this is the 
idea of career. Men go into the 
Mounted Police and give the best of 
their lives to the force, 

In 1867 the Dominion of Canada 
came into existence by the uniting of 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, followed in due course 
by British Columbia, Prince Edward 
Island and Manitoba. In 1870 the 
Red River Rebellion took place and 
in that same year the Dominion of 
Canada by the payment of $1,500,000 
to the Hudson’s Bay Company, ex- 
tinguished the rights of that company 
in western and northern Canada and 
became responsible for the adminis- 
tration of that area, In 1873 the 
North West Mounted Police were or- 

nized. By the autumn of that year 

e first hundred rnd twenty men 
Were gathered at Lower Fort Garry 
(20 miles below Winnipeg on t*> Red 
River), having come in over the Daw- 
son trailfrom Port Arthur overland 
and by waterways. The first name 
on the attestation papers of this first 
jot was Arthur Henry Griesbach, my 
father. This detachment spent the 
winter in training and organization 
at Lower Fort Garry. 

200 Recruits Arrive 

In the spring of 1874 Lieutenant- 
Colonel G, A. French (later Major- 
General Sir George French), an Im- 
perial officer, who had been appointed 
the first commissioner, arrived from 
the East with 200 recruits. This lat- 
ter contingent came in by way of the 
United States by rail, detraining at 
Fargo, North Dakota, which was then 
railhead. ‘The whole force was then 
mobilized at Defferin in Manitoba, 
From this point the famous march 
across the plains of Western Canada 
was begun on July 8th, 1874. The 
marching-out state was as follows:

left Toronto on June 6th, arrived at 
Fargo June 1ith; put all our wagons 
together, harness, saddlery, etc., load- 
ed our stores and were off on the 
13th arriving at Dufferin on the 19th. 


On the night of the 20th one of 
the most tremendous thunder storms 
ever witnessed in this region, and 
they have experience of bad ones, 
burst over us. There was, I may say, 
one continuous sheet of lightning 


night 250 horses stampeded in a body, 


30 miles, anyhow within a few days 
we got them all back but one drowned 
in the Pembina River.

| The buffalo is not an unmixed 
blessing to the traveller; his robe is 
good and his meat is good, and the | 
men preferred to cook and bake with | 
buffalo chips (“bois de vache”) than 
with wood, but he is a nuisance in his 
way. The prairies here are perfectly 
sunbaked and devoid of grass, little 
swamps in the hollows are the only 
places for feed and water, and here 
the buffalo makes havoc, eats down 
and tramples down the grass, turns 
the place into a mud hole, and the

Pro- 
tracted negotiations finally resulted in 
the matter being referred to tne Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners of 
the Province of Ajberta to fix the) 
lowest rates consistent with the 
necessary security to command capi- 
tal at a reasonable price. After an ex- 
haustive enquiry the Board made an 
order on November 27th, 1922, fixing 
a new schedule of rates. | 

The next task was to find the 
money to finance a project estimated 
by the Board to coast over $4,000,000. 
This resulted in the formation of a 
new company known as “Northwestern 
Utilities, Limited.” which was in- 
corporated on May 26th, 1923. The 
new company purchased al! the assets 
of the old company, assumed its lia- 
bilities, and the old company passed | 
out of existance.

Distribution System 

The Company's Distribution System 
in the City of Edmonton now consists 
of a regular station at the end of 
the transmission line where the pres- 
sure is reduced to 40 pounds. The gas 
is fed at this pressure into the inter- 
mediate pressure beit line which loops 
the City. Along this belt line are lo- 
cated 12 regulator stations where the 
pressure is reduced to approximately 
4 ounces and fed into the distribution 
mains, Besides these regular stations 
there are about 50 small regulators 
reducing the pressure for individual 
consumers or small groups of con- 
sumers who are located along the 
intermediate pressure helt line. Dis- | 
tribution lines for the most part are | 
looped which makes for a more even | 
distribution of pressure, There are 
very few dead end lines, these being 
located only on the outskirts. In the 
main regulator stations the regulators 
are installed in duplicate so that if 
anything goes wrong on one system of 
ators, the gas can be fed into 
the other system, The Edmonton Dis- | 
tribution System now comprises 164 | 
miles of intermediate and 110 miles 
of low pressure lines, In the towns 
there are 11.5 miles of distribution
